NEW COATING FOR MILK 
CANS FOUND 

Dairymen in all part s of 
Canada have been showing 
growing concern over the short¬ 
age of cans for evaporated and 
co densed milk, and cans fnr 
shipping milk and cream. Dif¬ 
ficulty of obtaining tin for 
coating the cans L. the chief 
cause of the shortage and a 
new material which may elimin¬ 
ate much of the need for tin has 
been developed by Paul D. Wat¬ 
son, chemis in the U. S. bureau 
of dairy industry. 

The new coating material is 
made largely of lactic acid and 
vegetable oil and preliminary 
tests are promising. The ingred¬ 
ients arc readily obtainable, pre¬ 
sent little difficulty in applica¬ 
tion, and the material doe 3 not 
impart flavor to the contents of 
the can. 

Tests are now under way with 
ordinary 5 and 10 gallon milk 
cans made of steel, coated with 
the new lacquer inside and out. 
Subjected to the equivalent of 
a month’s hai-d wear and tear in 
an average 'dairy plant, cans 
thus coated have resisted all de¬ 
structive effects of water, steam 
and alkaline solutions ordinarily 
used in washing dairy utensils. 
The only effect so far appears to

Canada’..; Nead For Rubber 
Strex-.d By lYjjnitid.ia And 
Supply Department 

According to a circular issue.I 
by the Department of Munitions 
and Supply and received locally 
in the 'past week, the various 
oil companies and their compan¬ 
ies throughout Canada have of¬ 
fered the use of all their sta¬ 
tions as receiving depots for 
acrap rubber. Thes e companies 
and .theii' dealers, the letter 
states, are giving this service 
purely from patriotic motives 
and without any financial re¬ 
turns. 

All the lubber received by 
them will be turned over to 
local National Salvage Committ¬ 
ees. From the e committees, the 
government will purchase the 
rubber and also pav freight on 
carload and truckload lots. 

The department stresses the 
fact that 87 percent of all crude 
rubber in the world is produced 
in the East Indies, now controll¬ 
ed by tlie Japanese. Canada has 
a substantia! stock of crude rub 
bey but this i s rapidly being 
used up in the manufacture of 
wa materials. Not an ounce of 
thi s crude rubber is being used 
for non-essential purposes, the 
government says. 

Since a. ton of ecra n rubber 
make.; 1,500 pounds of reclaim¬ 
ed ubber, each pound collects! 
is extremely valuable. 

Tires, tubes, footwear, matt¬ 
ing, hose, belting, toys, hot 
water bottles and many other 
a tide, contain useful scrap rub 
ber. Crepe i libber soles are es¬ 
pecially good, tlie government 
do; art men t says.

* Wheat Stem Sav/fly A^ain 1 
Last January we drew the attentio. 
of our readers to a Dominion Goveru- 
ment circular entitled “Control of 
Wheat Stem Raw fly.” The Division 
of Entomology,.Ottawa, has recently 
prepared a coloured map which sliowa 
the extent of saw fly infestation in the 
prairie provinces. The colours oil the 
man are very bright; hut the prospect 
rattier gloomy. Saw-fly is present over 
an area. I minded by a line extending 
from the international lioundary 
approximately through Winnipeg, 
Knmsnck. Prince Albert, Edmonton, 
Calgary and Cardston. Obviously this 
leaves a comparatively small propor¬ 
tion of our wheat growing area 
entirely free from infestation. 

On the hack of the sawfly map will 
la» found a summary of the problem 
nnd brief descriptions of control 
measures. The following statement 
is made: * 

’ “Plans must be made immediately 
to start, sawtty control on infested 
farms. No farmer who suffered loss 
In 1941 should continue farming 
without recognizing the problem 
nnd taking steps to reduce tlie loss 
caused by this insect. ’ 

In order to consult the sawfly map 
and information provided therewith, 
funnel's have only to call on gruin 
buyers in any of the line elevators 
associated with the work of the 
Agricultural Department of The 
North-West Line Elevators Associa¬ 
tion. Crain buyers also haws copies 
of the excellent bulletin, written by 
Dr. C. W. Farstad, to which reference 
was made in our January article.
